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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

This case has been carefully reviewed and analyzed in view of the Office 
Action dated 24 January 2007. Responsive to the rejections made in the Official 
Action, Claims 1 and 15 have been amended to clarify the combination of 
elements which form the invention of the subject Patent AppHcation. 
Additionally, Claims 27-30 have been cancelled by this Amendment and Claims 
6-7 and 1 1 were previously cancelled. 

In the Official Action, the Examiner rejected Claims 1-5, 8-10 and 12-30 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a)5 as being unpatentable over the admitted prior art in view 
of Ono, et al, U.S. Patent AppHcation Publication 2003/0067446. 

Before discussing the prior art reUed upon by the Examiner, it is believed 
beneficial to first briefly review the method and structure of the invention of the 
subject Patent Application, as now claimed. The invention of the subject Patent 
Application is directed to a method for constituting bootstrap hotkeys. The 
method includes the step of identifying whether a keyboard is compatible, and that 
step includes the steps of executing a host computer's hotkey bootstrap codes 
when the host computer is initially booted. The identification step further includes 
the step of transferring a keyboard-identification means from the host computer to 
a keyboard connected to the host computer. Further, the identifying step includes 
the step of transmitting a keyboard-confirmation means corresponding to the 
keyboard-identification means from the keyboard to the host computer. The 
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method for constituting bootstrap hotkeys proceeds if the keyboard is identified as 
being compatible, and then boots hotkey functions. The step of booting hotkey 
function includes the step of displaying on the host computer screen a menu of the 
hotkey functions including at least one input-key indicating portion and at least 
one application indicating portion corresponding to the input-key indicating 
portion when a depressed single key or combination key of the keyboard is 
recognized by the hotkeys' bootstrap codes. The step of booting hotkey functions 
further includes the step of executing the application program associated with the 
application indicating portion corresponding to the input-key indicating portion 
when the depressed single key or combination key of the keyboard is identical to 
the input-key indicating portion indicated by the hotkeys' bootstrap codes. If the 
keyboard fails to be identified as compatible, then the method for constituting 
bootstrap hotkeys terminates the hotkeys' bootstrap codes during the initial 
booting of the host computer. 

From another aspect, the invention of the subject Patent Application is 
directed to an input system with bootstrap hotkeys. The input system includes a 
host computer that executes a hotkeys' bootstrap codes when the host computer is 
initially booted. The hotkeys' bootstrap codes transmit a keyboard-identification 
means to a keyboard connected to a host computer. The keyboard transmits a 
keyboard-confirmation means corresponding to the keyboard-identification means 
during the initial booting. The hotkeys' bootstrap codes further activates a hotkey 
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function when the keyboard-confirmation means is recognized by the hotkeys' 
bootstrap codes as compatible therewith and terminates the hotkeys' bootstrap 
codes if the keyboard confirmation means is not recognized by the hotkeys' 
bootstrap codes as being compatible therewith. The system further includes a 
menu of hotkey functions to be displayed on the host computers' computer screeii 
if a depressed single or combination key is recognized as a bootstrap hotkey by the 
hotkeys' bootstrap codes. The menu includes at least one input-key indicating 
portion and at least one corresponding application indicating portion. The host 
computer executes an indicated application program of the application indicating 
portion corresponding to the input-key indicating portion if the depressed single or 
combination key of the keyboard is determined by the hotkeys' bootstrap codes to 
be identical to a corresponding code in the input-key indicating portion. 

In contradistinction, the admitted prior art discloses a hotkey defining 
system in which the hotkeys are booted and operated simultaneously with a 
graphical interface type operating system. The hotkey defining system includes an 
input module for receiving inputs from an input device, such as a mouse or 
keyboard, and a booting module for enabling and opening a user's interface 
according to a control key of the keyboard. The hotkey defining system further 
includes a defining module for opening a defined interface corresponding to a 
function key in order to build a connection with a designated application program 
when an input selection is made. Lastly, the system includes an executing module 
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for opening or executing designated corresponding application programs for 
shortcuts based on connections build by the defining module, as disclosed in 
paragraph [0003] in the publication of the subject Patent Application. However, 
nowhere does the disclosure of the admitted prior art mention anything about 
identifying the keyboard being of a compatible type responsive to the execution of 
the host computer's hotkey bootstrap codes. Nor does the reference disclose or 
suggest terminating the operation of constituting bootstrap hotkeys when the 
keyboard is not recognized as being of a compatible. 

Thus, nowhere does the admitted prior art disclose or suggest the step of 
identifying whether a keyboard is compatible and if the keyboard is identified as 
being compatible, then booting hotkey functions, or if the keyboard fails to be 
identified as compatible, then terminating the hotkeys' bootstrap codes during the 
initial booting of the host computer , as now claimed. 

The Ono, et al. reference does not overcome the deficiencies of the 
admitted prior art. The Ono, et al. reference is directed to an information 
processing apparatus having a user interface for providing a hotkey. The system 
includes a launcher 2 serving as a user interface that presents on the computer 
monitor a menu that includes hotkey menu icons from which a user may select. 
However, nowhere does the reference disclose or suggest the step of identifying 
whether a keyboard is compatible and if the keyboard is identified as being 
compatible, then booting hotkey functions , or if the keyboard fails to be identified 
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as compatible, then terminating the hotkeys' bootstrap codes during the initial 
booting of the host computer , as now claimed. 

As neither the admitted prior art nor Ono, et al. in combination, disclose or 
suggest the concatenation of elements which form the invention of the subject 
Patent Application, as now claimed, they cannot make obvious that invention. 

For all of the foregoing reasons, it is now believed that the subject Patent 
Application has been placed in condition for allowance, and such action is 
respectfully requested.
